ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 


To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information,  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
my  Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health, 
and  a  record  of  the  administrative  work  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1917,  together  with  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  Borough.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and 
action  taken  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1907,  the 
Midwives’  Act,  1902,  and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc., 
Act,  1909,  is  also  included  in  the  Report. 

Summaries  are  also  included  in  the  Report  of  the  general 
public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  and  the  action 
taken  in  respect  of  infectious  disease  and  the  measures 
adopted  for  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  during  the 
year,  the  death-rate  being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  recorded 
being  much  below  the  average. 

A  large  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  for  the  Military  Authorities,  chiefly  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  from  neighbouring  camps  and  of  cases  landed  in  the 
Port. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Port  of  South¬ 
ampton  is  appended  at  the  end  of  the  Borough  Report.

POPULATION. 

The  estimates  of  the  population  of  the  County  Borough 
of  Southampton  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  calculation 
of  the  birth  and  death-rate  for  the  year  1917  are  as  follows: —

The  reason  for  using  a  different  population  for  the  birth 
and  death-rates  is  that  all  deaths  occurring  among  the  mili¬ 
tary  population  are  excluded,  while  the  births  among  all 
classes  of  the  community  are  included. 

The  estimate  of  the  civilian  population — 115,345 — has 
been  based  upon  the  National  Register  and  checked  by  the 
number  of  persons  on  the  sugar  cards.  The  estimated  popu¬ 
lation  for  the  birth-rate- — 128,577 — is  based  on  the  decennial 
increase  1901 — 1911  added  to  the  Census  population. 


BIRTHS. 


The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
2,413,  being  a  decrease  of  357  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  birth-rate  equalled  a  rate  of  18.83  per  1,000, 
which  is  4.69  below  the  average  for  the  previous  six  years 
and  IS  by  far  the  lowest  birth-rate  recorded  in  the  Borough.

DEATHS. 

The  death-rate  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1917  was 
H-45  psr  1,000  of  the  population.  This  rate  is  practically 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  which  was  14.46,  the  aver¬ 
age  for  the  six  years,  1911 — 1916,  being  14.07. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 

amounted  to  1,743,  which  93  were  deaths  of  non-residents 
and  95  were  soldiers.  One  hundred  and  six  residents  of  the

Borough  occurred  in  other  districts  in  England  and  have 
been  transferred.  The  corrected  total  of  deaths,  thereforei 
IS  i66i,  upon  which  total  the  death-rate  is  calculated.

Five  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  deaths  registered 
occurred  in  Public  Institutions,  which  is  equal  to  33  cent, 
of  the  total.  The  percentage  in  England  and  Wales  was 
25.7  and  m  the  96  great  towns  31.2.  The  Institutions  in 
which  the  deaths  occurred  were:  Isolation  Hospital,  375 
Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  146;  Parish 
Infirmary,  169;  Workhouse,  113;  Shirley  Children’s  Hospital, 
S;  Free  Eye  Hospital,  i;  Nursing  Homes,  28;  Military

Inquests  were  held  on  159  deaths  registered  in  the 

Borough,  which  is  equal  to  a  percentage  of  9.6,  the  percent¬ 
age  in  England  and  Wales  being  7.0. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
recorded  during  the  year  amouted  to  208,  which  is  a 
decrease  of  23,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  rate 
per  1,000  births  is,  however,  slightly  higher,  86.2,  compared 
with  85.2  in  1916,  owing  to  the  number  of  births  registered 
being  considerably  lower  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  in  Southampton  shows  a 
satisfactory  decrease  during  the  past  twenty  years,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  table: —

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in  the 
Borough  on  the  9th  March,  1908.  This  Act  requires  any 
person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother,  within  six  hours  after 
the  time  of  birth,  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
1  such  birth  in  wnting  within  thirty-six  hours  of  the  birth 
i  having  occurred. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
under  the  Act  amounted  to  2,178. 


The  total  notified  is  equal  to  a  percentage  of  90.3  of  the 
births  registered  during  the  same  period,  the  percentage 
: being  higher  than  in  any  year  since  1912.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifi¬ 
able  on  1st  April,  1914,  and  Measles  and  German  Measles 
on  the  ist  January,  1916. 


There  were  3,022  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  houses  in 
which  infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  inquiries  were  made 
relative  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Information  was  also  given  concerning  the 
precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease,  and  in  the  case  of  measles  advice  as  to  treatment 
and  nursing  of  patients  where  a  medical  man  was  not  in 
attendance. 

In  connection  with  school  absentees,  518  visits  were  made 
where  non-notihable  infectious  diseases  occurred. 

Of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  under  the  various 
Acts  and  Regulations,  378  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment. 

Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  75  houses  in  which  cases 
occurred.

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  during  the  i^ear. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during 
the  year  amounted  to  117  cases,  which  is  the  lowest  number 
recorded  for  many  years.  No  death  occurred  in  the  Borough 
from  the  disease.

'Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  equal  to  a  percentage  of  81.6, 
icomipared  v/ith  69.5,  in  1916,  and  61.5  in  1915. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
from  the  Borough,  one  case  was  admitted  from  the  Port,  24 
from  neighbouring  districts,  and  18  military  cases  were 
i admitted  for  treatment.

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  153,  which  is  19  l«s  than  m  the  previous 
year  and  is  the  lowest  number  recorded  for  many  years,  the 
average  number  notified  during  the  past  live  years  being  30b. 


Twelve  deaths  occurred  among  the  cases  notified  in  the 
Borough,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  average  ot  29 
for  the  previous  five  years.

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  cases  notified  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  which  is 
equal  to  a  percentage  of  86.3,  compared  with  72.1  in  191O. 

In  addition  to  the  number  specified  above,  three  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  the  Port,  10; 
from  the  neighbouring  districts,  and  66  military  cases. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  23,  which  is  equal  to  the  average  of  the 
previous  five  years. 

The  number  of  cases  notified,  and  the  deaths  that  occurredr

Two  of  the  cases  had  arrived  home  unwell  from  abroad 
shortly  before  notification.  Two  cases  had  eaten  shell-fish 
prior  to  their  illness,  but  in  the  remaining  nineteen  cases  no 
evidence  could  be  obtained  that  would  point  to  the  origin  of 
the  infection. 


MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  MEASLES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles 
notified  among  the  civilian  population  of  the  Borough 
amounted  to  2,103,  of  which  1,970  were  Measles  and  133 
German  Measles.  Sixty-seven  cases  of  Measles  and  22  cases 
of  German  Measles  were  notified  among  the  military  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  cases  among  the  civil  population  was 
an  increase  of  1,337  cases  over  the  number  notified  in  the 
previous  year.  The  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred  at  the 
end  of  January,  and  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  Shirley 
district.  The  disease  died  down  in  the  early  autumn,  but 
there  was  a  recrudescence  in  November  in  the  Portswood 
and  St.  Denys  districts,  and  was  extending  to  the  lower 
portion  of  the  Town  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  (1970)  was  equal  to  a  rate 
of  17.08  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year  being  8.39. 

All  the  cases  notified  were  visited  by  the  Health  Staff 
and  advice  and  instructions  given  as  to  nursing  and  precau¬ 
tions  to  be  taken. 

Five  cases  of  Measles  from  the  Borough  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  eight  cases  were 
also  admitted  from  the  crews  of  vessels  in  the  Port,  and  192 
military  cases  from  various  camps  in  the  Town  and  neigh 
bourhood.

In  19  patients  the  disease  was  of  comparatively  short 
duration;  52  were  advanced,  but  showed  prospects  of  con- 
i  siderable  improvement;  39  were  considered  permanently  in- 
:  capable  of  work,  and  13  were  thought  not  to  be  'ikely  to  live 
longer  than  6  months. 

On  discharge,  in  23  cases  the  disease  was  arrested; 
45  showed  much  improvement;  21  showed  improvement;  8 
i  showed  no  change;  9  were  worse,  and  17  died  in  the  Sana- 
:  torium. 

Non-Pulmonary  Cases: 

Six  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  Three  were 
i  cured;  2  much  improved,  and  one  improved. 

RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN  PATIENTS  DISCHARGED 
EROM  THE  MUNICIPAL  SCHEAIE  DURING  1917. 

lULMONARY  CaSES  : 

Treatment  was  concluded  under  the  Scheme  in  132  cases 
during  the  year.  Of  these  60  were  in  the  first  stage  when 
coming  under  observation,  38  were  in  the  second  stage,  and 
34  the  third  stage. 

Sixty-four  were  of  recent  onset,  39  were  advanced,  but 
■  with  prospects  of  returning  to  work;  25  were  beyond  any 
hope  or  doing  work  again,  and  4  were  not  expected  to  live 
more  than  6  months. 

On  completion  of  treatment  the  disease  was  arrested  in 
'  70  cases,  22  were  much  improved,  7  were  improved,  4  showed 
no  change,  and  29  were  ,  worse. 

Seventy-four  were  able  to  return  to  full  work,  29  able  to 
do  light  work,  and  29  were  not  able  to  work. 

Non-Pulmonary  Cases : 

Tvv’enty  cases  completed  treatment  during  the  year.  Of 
these  18  were  cured  and  2  were  greatly  improved. 


TABULATED  RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN  PULMONARY 

CASES. 


The  tables  which  are  appended  show  the  results  of  treatment 
in  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  the  Borough  Sana¬ 
torium  during  the  year  1917.  A  separate  set  of  tables  show  the. 
results  for  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  active  treat¬ 
ment  under  the  Municipal  Scheme  during  the  same  period. 

The  patients  have  been  placed  in  three  groups,  and  show 
in  separate  tables,  those  with: — 

(a)  Tubercle  Bacilli  found  in  sputum. 

(b)  Tubercle  Bacilli  not  found  in  sputum. 

(C)  Tubercle  bacilli  absent.  Albumen  present  to  the 
extent  of  0.2  per  cent,  or  more. 

The  patients  in  each  group  have  been  classified  as  to  the 
stage  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  coming  under  treatment ; 
males  and  females  being  shown  separately.  The  classification 
adopted  being  the  Turban-Gerhardt  (Imperial  Board  of  Health). 
They  have  further  been  classified  according  to  the  method  adopted 
in  the  Astor  Report. 

On  discharge  they  have  been  classified  accordxng  to  their 
economic  condition  (working  capacity)  and  also  as  to  their 
physical  condition. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  classification  adopted  : — 

Turban-Gerhardt  Classification  (Imperial  Board  of 

Health). 

Stage  I. — Disease  of  slight  severity,  limited  to  small  areas  of 
one  lobe  ;  that,  for  instance,  in  case  of  infection  of  both 
apices,  does  not  extend  beyond  the  spine  of  scapula 
and  the  clavicle,  or  in  the  case  of  affection  of  one  apex, 
frontal,  beyond  the  second  rib. 

Stage  II. — Disease  of  slight  severity,  more  extensive  than  L, 
but  affecting  at  most  the  volume  of  one  lobe  ;  or  severe 
disease,  extending  at  most  to  the  volume  of  one  half  lobe. 

Stage  III. — All  cases  extending  beyond  IT,  and  all  such  with 
considerable  cavities. 
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Classification  of  Patients,  Astor  Report. 

(1)  Cases  in  which  the  disease  can  be  diagnosed  or  is  strongly 
suspected,  but  in  which  there  is  no  evident  impairment  of 
the  working  capacity. 

(2)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  some  impairment  of  the  working 
capacity,  but  without  marked  evidence  of  ill-health. 

(3)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  evidence  of  acute  illness. 

(4)  Cases  of  a  longer  history  of  illness.  In  some  of  these  cases- 
permanent  arrest  of  the  disease  may  be  hoped  for,  but  in 
the  majority,  restoration  to  full  working  capacity  for  more 
than  a  comparatively  short  period  is  not  to  be  looked  for. 

(5)  Cases  in  which  there  is  a  permanent  loss  of  working  capacity. 
Many  of  these  patients  live  for  a  considerable  period  in  a 
condition  of  chronic  ill-health. 

(6)  Cases  in  which  a  fatal  termination  within  six  months  is 
probable.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  REPORT. 

The  Laboratory  work,  as  in  1916,  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  Laboratory  at  No.  i,  East  Park  Terrace.  This 
laboratory  is  fitted  with  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the 
performance  of  all  the  simpler  Bacteriological  methods. 
Wasserman  reactions,  however,  are  not  done. 

During  the  year,  2,063  examinations  have  been  made.  A 
gratifying  feature  has  been  the  increased  number  of  speci¬ 
mens  received  from  Private  Practitioners,  an  indication  that 
they  have  found  the  results  of  use  to  them  in  making  a 
diagnosis. 

The  specimens  received  may  be  conveniently  divided  into 
the  following  headings: — 
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Diphtheria  : 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifteen  swabs  were  sent 
ior  examination,  of  which  1,317  came  from  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  and  98  from  Private  Practitoners. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  : 

Sixteen  specimens  of  Cerebro-Spinal  fluid  were  sent,  5 
swabs  from  definite  cases,  and  35  swabs  from  “  Contacts,’* 
making  a  total  of  56  in  all. 

Typhoid  : 

Seventeen  specimens  of  faeces  and  22  of  urine  were  sent 
for  the  elimination  of  the  typhoid  group  of  organisms,  and 
also  22  specimens  of  blood  for  the  Widal  reaction. 

Tuberculosis  : 

In  33  cases  the  faeces  were  examined  for  tubercle 
bacilli  in  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showing  tubercle 
bacilli  in  the  sputum.  In  all  but  two  cases  they  were  found 
m  the  faeces — the  antiformin  method  was  used  exclusively — 
and  could  be  cultivated  therefrom.  This  is  an  important 
point  in  regard  to  the  spread  of  infection  of  Tuberculosis. 

Sputum : 

Three  hundred  and  forty-seven  specimens  were  examined, 
85  of  which  were  sent  by  Practitioners  and  262  from 
patients  attending  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  or  resident 
in  the  Borough  Sanatorium. 

In  139  cases  the  albumin  estimation  was  also  carried 

out. 

Various  : 

Twelve  specimens  not  classified  under  the  above  head¬ 
ings  were  received.  These  included  blood  films  for  the 
Malaria  parasite;  also  for  the  diagnosis  of  Pernicious  Anaemia, 
etc. 

Pus  specimens,  for  the  identification  of  the  causative 
micro-organism,  and  in  3  cases  for  the  manufacture  of  a 
vaccine.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  an 
account  of  the  work  done  in  this  Department  during  the  past 
year. 

Section  I. — Sale  of  Food  and  Orygs  Act. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  under  the  above  Acts 
during  the  year  1917  was  391,  or  157  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

Of  this  number  314  samples  were  submitted  by 
Inspectors,  34  by  Residents  in  the  Borough,  19  by  Residents 
out  of  the  Borough,  and  24  by  the  Borough  of  Newbury. 

In  the  following  tables  the  samples  received  from  out¬ 
side  the  Borough  and  from  Newbury  are  not  included. 

The  character  of  the  sample,  the  number  of  each  article 
submitted,  and  the  percentage  of  Adulterated  Samples  are 
given  in  Table  I.

In  the  case  of  Sample  No.  311  the  case  has  been  heard  and  dismissed  on  warranty. 


The  number  of  samples  analysed  is  157  less  than  in  1916. 
The  two  principal  causes  are  the  time  of  the  Inspectors  being 
occupied  by  extra  duties  due  to  the  numerous  Orders  of  the 
Food  Controller  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  samples. 

BUTTER. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  was  54)  being  30  less 
than  in  1916. 

All  the  sa.mples  were  genuine,  14  were  free  from  boric 
acid  and  40  contained  boric  acid,  the  quantity  ranging  from 
o.i  to  0.64  per  cent.

During  the  year  some  important  decisions  in  cases  of 
appeal  to  the  Higher  Courts  have  had  a  very  profound  and 
detrimental  effect  on  the  carrying  out  of  the  Sale  of  food 
and  Drugs  Acts  so  far  as  the  milk  supply  is  concerned. 


Until  these  decisions  it  had  been  usual  to  consider  pure 
cow’s  milk  to  be  the  article  obtained  by  milking  the  cow 
clean;  that  is,  until  no  more  milk  could  be  obtained  from  the 
udder. 
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It  IS  weii-Knowii  chat  the  hrst  portions  of  milk  drawn 
are  poor  m  fat,  and  the  last  portions  rich  in  fat,  so  that 
by  keeping  the  last  portions  separate  the  former  can  get  a 
quantity  rich  in  fat  for  butter-making. 

By  these  recent  decisions,  a  farmer  may  practically  skim 
the  the  milk  in  process  of  milking  and  sell  the  remaining 
portion  poor  m  fat  as  pure  milk. 

This  evidently  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Act  in  the 
minds  of  the  legislators. 

The  following  remarks  from  the  long  decision  given  by 
Lord  Reading  in  the  case  of  Grigg  v.  Smith  put  the  position 
clearly  and  fairly: — 

I  desire  to  add  that  the  argument  has  convinced 
me  that  it  is  desirable  for  the  authorities  to  reconsider 
the  position  and  to  determine  whether  amending  legis¬ 
lation  should  be  introduced  in  order  to  prevent  milk  from 
being  sold,  as  in  this  case,  with  an  undoubted  dehciency 
of  milk  fat  as  compared  with  the  usual  amount,  the 
result  being  that  the  farmer  can  retain  the  better  quality 
and  give  the  inferior  quality  to  the  public.  I  do  not 
express  any  opinion  upon  the  policy  to  be  adopted,  all 
I  say  is,  I  think  that  the  effect  of  H.tint  v.  Eicha'} dson , 
supra,  should  be  considered.^’ 

It  may  here  be  pointed  out  that  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
igio  it  was  pointed  qut  that  the  sal^e  of  milk  to  dairymen  by 
quality  would  prevent  this  practice.  In  the  Annual  Report 
for  1913  it  v^as  again  drawn  attention  to  and  the  scheme  ex¬ 
plained,  and  its  advantages  to  some  extent  pointed  out. 

I  enclose  with  this  report  the  Reports  for  the  two  years 
mentioned  above,  with  the  paragraphs  marked. 

Extract  from  Annual  Report  for  1910:—. 

“  The  present  method  of  selling  milk  at  a  uniform 
price  apart  from  its  quality,  which  in  this  distiict  is  od. 
per  gallon  in  Summer  and  8d.  per  gallon  in  Winter,  is 
altogether  unsatisfactory,  and  is  unfair  to  those  farmers 
who  produce  a  really  good  article  in  competition  with 
•  those  who  put  milk  on  the  market  all  the  year  round, 
^lightlv  above  the  Board  of  Agriculture’s  limit  of  3.0 
per  cent,  of  fet  and  8.5  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids. 
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‘‘  I  have  been  trying  to  impress  upon  the  farmers 
and  dairymen  the  advantage  of  selling  and  buying  by 
quality,  and  have  suggested  one  penny  per  gallon  for 
each  half  per  cent,  of  fat  as  a  standard  price  for  calcula¬ 
tion  all  the  year  round.  This  would  give  sixpence  per 
gallon  for  milk  containing  3  per  cent,  of  fat,  sevenpence 
for  per  cent.,  and  eightpence  for  4  per  cent,  of  fat; 
the  non-fatty  solids  not  to  be  less  than  8.5  per  cent. 

Should  the  price  of  milk  rise  or  fall,  the  price  would 
still  be  calculated  on  this  standard,  with  a  percentage 
added  or  deducted,  as  agreed  at  the  time  of  contract. 
This  would  give  a  stimulus  to  the  farmer  to  improve  his 
stock  and  methods  of  feeding,  and  he  would  have  no 
inducement  to  tone  down  his  milk  to  the  limit  because  his 
neighbour  obtained  an  equal  price  for  an  inferior  article. 

‘‘  As  an  illustration  of  the  working,  suppose  it  was 
agreed  that  the  price  be  increased,  say,  five  or  ten  per 
cent.,  the  price  would  be  calculated  on  the  standard,  and 
five  or  ten  per  cent,  added.” 

Extract  from  Annual  Report,  1913: — 

“  The  farmers  are  very  suspicious  of  this,  because, 
they  say,  they  would  have  no  check  upon  the  person 
making  the  determination  of  the  fat. 

”  I  would  suggest  the  formation  on  co-operative 
principles  of  depots  for  definite  districts  to  which  the 
farmers  would  deliver  their  milk.  Samples  of  each  con¬ 
signment  would  be  taken,  the  fat  determined,  and  the 
price  fixed  according  to  standard. 

”  The  milk  so  received  would  be  mixed  and  sold 
from  the  depot  to  the  dairymen. 

“  The  advantages  of  such  a  system  would  be: — 

1.  A  more  uniform  supply  of  milk,  as  to  quality, 
to  the  consumer. 

2.  There  would  be  no  incentive  to  the  farmer  to 
adulterate  his  milk. 

3.  The  farmer  would  have  an  incentive  to  im¬ 
prove  his  stock  and  their  feed. 
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4.  The  farmer  would  improve  his  manure  and 
also  his  land. 

5.  All  consignments  would  be  from  the  depot, 
would  be  greater  in  quantity,  and  cpmmand 
better  railway  rates. 

6.  The  limit  for  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  could  be 
raised  without  injury  to  the  farmer  and  honest 
retailer. 

“  In  connection  with  advantage  No.  4,  the  reply 
received  from  farmers  is  invariably:  ‘Umph!  and  then 
up  would  go  the  rent  of  my  farm  1’ 

In  a  case  before  the  Justices  in  the  latter  part  of 
1913,  the  defence  was  that  the  milk  was  sold  as  it  came 
from  the  cows.  In  his  evidence  the  farmer  said  the  cattle 
were  turned  out  on  water  meadows,  and  fed  on 
‘  Brewer’s  grains  and  cabbages.’  No  hay,  roots,  or 
cake  being  used  for  feeding. 

“  Under  present  arrangements  this  man  was  getting 
the  same  price  per  gallon  for  his  milk  as  another  farmer 
whose  milk  was  quite  60  per  cent,  better. 

“  I  would  again  point  out  the  desirability  of  the 
farmer  selling  his  milk  by  quality  on  a  basis  of  standard 
price  calculated  on  the  unit  of  one-half  per  cent.  (0.5) 
fat,  with  a  percentage  added  or  deducted  as  the  price 
advanced  above  this  standard  or  fell  below  it.” 


MUSTARD. 

The  two  samples  were  ordinary  mustard  condiment,  sold 
loose,  and  not  labelled.

These  were  all  genuine  and  present  no  features  requiring 
comment.

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1917. 


The  Port  of  Southampton  Avas  again  under  the  control 
of  the  Admiralty  throughout  the  year,  and  continued  prac¬ 
tically  closed  to  all  commercial  traffic. 

Statistics  relating  to  the  number,  tonnage,  and 
passengers  and  crews  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  are  not 
officially  available;  nor  is  it  possible  to  publish  any  detailed 
information  as  to  the  infectious  diseases  landed. 

Nearly  all  the  cases  landed  were  military  cases  from 
Hospital  Ships  wTich  arrived  in  Port  during  the  year.  Most 
of  these  cases  wmre  convalescent  on  arrival  and  were  distri¬ 
buted  to  various  Military  Hospitals  and  to  our  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  number  of  vessels  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff  amounted  to  4693,  compared  with  4407  in  the 
previous  year. 


The  total  number  of  crews  and  passengers  and  troops 
landed  in  the  Port  on  the  vessels  that  were  inspected 
amounted  to  834,320,  namely: —

The  cases  were  distri¬ 
buted  to  various  Military  Hospitals  and  to  our  Isolation 
Hospital:  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Para¬ 
typhoid  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Measles, 
Dysentery,  Mumps,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis,  Scabies,  Trachoma,  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  following  cases  occurred  among  the  civil  population 
in  the  Port  and  were  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital:  Diphtheria  3,  Paratyphoid  Fever  i.

INSANITARY  CONDITION  ON  VESSELS. 

The  defective  (insanitary)  conditions  discovered  on 
vessels,  and  for  which  notice  was  issued  to  remedy  same, 
consisted  of  the  following:  Leaky  hawse  pipes  in  crew’s 
quarters,  2;  defective  condition  of  w.c.,  5;  leaky  condition 
of  crew’s  quarters,  15;  defective  and  leaky  ports  in 
ship’s  sides,  2;  defective  bulkheads  in  crew’s  quarters; 
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defective  stove  and  stove-pipes;  uncleanly  crew’s  quarters, 
7;  water  under  forecastle  floor,  i;  defective  bunks,  i; 
accumulation  of  water  in  crew’s  quarters,  4;  uncleanly  bed¬ 
ding,  i;  rotten  potatoes  in  store-room,  i. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  on  10  vessels,  and  202  articles  of  bedding,  etc., 
including  24  parcels  of  effects,  were  removed  to  West  Quay 
Disinfecting  Station  dor  disinfection. 

RATS. 

The  number  of  rats  captured  and  destroyed  during  the 
year  on  vessels  and  in  the  Docks  amounted  to  2,760 — 1353 
on  vessels  and  1,407  in  the  Docks. 

REPORT  AS  TO  THE  WORKING  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  I 
(REGULATIONS  AS  TO  FOOD)  ACT,  1907  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1917. 

The  Regulations  are:— 

1.  Unsound  Food  Regulations  (First  Series),  igo8. 

2.  Foreign  Meat  Regulations,  1908.

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  quantity  of 
foodstuffs  dealt  with  under  these  Regulations,  and  large  1 
quantities  were  landed,  having  been  damaged  b}^  sea-water,  t 
caused  by  acts  of  war.  The  cpiantit)/  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  food  amounted  to  .over  586  tons,  which  is  the  largest 
amount  condemned  at  this  Port  in  any  year  since  the  passing  . 
of  the  Regulations. 

s 

In  addition,  4,541  tons  of  damaged  wheat  was  landed, 
and  dispatched  to  various  centres  to  be  dried  and  utilised  for 
various  purposes. 

The  Local  Authorities  of  the  districts  to  which  the  wheat 
was  iDeing  forwarded  were  advised  in  order  for  the  same  to 
be  kept  under  observation. 
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Many  notices  were  issued  under  the  Unsound  Food 
Regulations,  and  in  every  instance  voluntary  surrender  was 
made  for  the  destruction  of  the  articles  detained. 


SAMPLES. 

Under  Article  8,  Public  Health  (First  Series)  Unsound 
Food  Regulations,  1908,  seven  samples  of  Butter  have  been 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  The  following 
are  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  samples: — - 

Butter. — All  samples  were  genuine,  one  sample  was  free 
from  Boric  Acid;  the  remainder  contained  Boric 
Acid  varying  from  .1  per  cent,  to  .5  per  cent.
